Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FB] Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division provides 
Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history records 
are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of information taken 
from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, naturalization, or 
military service.

EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 
SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 


(A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 
policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order;

could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority or any 
private institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law 
enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;

He maintained that he did not 
know if any of these people were directly connected with 
Weatherman, and assures that he was not. His_only interest 
was in the narcotics aspect of the business, 


and his associates often hung out at the Four Court Fountain, 
located near the Portland Civic Center. He believes that 

both that business and Environmental Furniture are still in 
operation; but he knows nothing of their current ownership _ \ 
or activities.

Esther and Josie stated ‘they could plant a bomb in the judge's car. 
Another target mentioned was a power station. Esther reiterated that 
their dynamite was stolen aynamite. , 
13. On duly 22, 1977, Agent Giannotti advised me that he had met 
with Esther, Josie, Rudy and vince where all five reviewed techniques to 
be used in making bombs. Again, a lengthy technical discussion ensucd 
abouk the proper mothods for safely preparing a bom). . 
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14. - Iwas advised by Special Agent John Kirk, FRI, who has 
extensive training in ‘bomb making, techniaues, that he had reviewed with 
Agent Giannotti the instructions on bomb making provided to him by the 
membexs of the combat unit. Agent Kirk advised that the techniques 


used are complex and accurate; that in fact Josie, Esther, Vince and 


Rudy are capable of making an effective bomb. .

Van Lydegraf, accord- 
ing to Josie and Esther, provided the unit with direction and combat 
training.

Esther 
stated the unit would be ready for combat within three weeks to a month.

On September 8, 1977, Special Agent Ronald Rawalt, FBI, advised 
me that he had seen-Van Lydegraf and Josie mect at the Riviera Motel at 
NeCadden Place and Sunset Boulevard, Los Angeles. Later, on September 9, 
1977, Van Lydegraf met with both Josie and Esther. . 


19. On September 11, 1977, Agent Giannotti advised me that he had 
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met with Van Lydegraf ahd Josie. Van Lydégraf told Agent Giannotti that 


he was happy to hear that things weré going well. Rudy then appeared. 


Van Lydegraf stated that the main goal of the collective was to support 
national liberation through armed struggles. Van Lydegraf then asked: 
Josic to describe their training with Veapons, which she did. Van Lydequal 
expressed his pleasure and reiterated that they-must be ready for armed

21. ° On October 18, 1977, Agents Giannotti and Reagan advised me 
that they met with Josie and Rudy. Josie stated that the combat unit had 
received an assiynment from the Prairie Fire Organizing Committee. Josie °- 
said there would be a primary and secondary target. The primary target 
was to send a clandestine armed ‘team composed of Josie, Esther, Van Lydegraft 
and Agent Giannotti to Houston soe defensive purposes G@uring the conference. 
No offensive actions were to be taken by this group. The defensive group 
was to tend aid and support to women: who may be beaten or harxassed by the 
KKK ox other repressive groups. Josie stated that Van Lydegraf instructed 
hex to not carry weapons to Houston; but rather to purchase them there. 

. The seesndakyacarcess according to Josie, would involve a violent 
offensive action in the Los Angeles area. Targets for this violent action 
would be decided upon in the next few weeks. The offensive action was to 
clearly convey to the public a political message concerning the women's 


conference. 


22. On November 5, 1977, Agent Giannotti advieed me that he, Agent 
Reagan, Josie and Esther went to the desert training site where gosie 
took a Walther P-38 from her purse. Both Josie and Esther asked about 
the "kill powex" of this weapon,’ and they practiced firing.

Josie stated they were 
concerned about obtaining weapons in Houston and that it may become

In the preface to the book "Prairie Fire" (PF) 
dated May 9, 1974, Weather Undexground members 
Bernardine Dobtn, "Billy" Ayers and Jeff Jones described 
PF as “our (Weather Underground) political ideclory - a 
strategy for anti~imperialism and revolution inside the 
imperial US....PF is based on a belief that the duty of a 
revolutionary is to make the revolution....the only 
possibilities are victory or death....Our final goal is 
the destruction of imperialism, the seizure of porer, and 
the creation of socialism." The Weatherman group, now 
commonly referred to as the Weather Underground, was. formed

’ PF encourages the formation of study groups to 
discuss the book, After the publication of PF, groups ‘ 
calling themselves Prairie Fire Distribution Committees (PYFDCs 
were established in several cities including Boston, New York, 
and San Francisco.

Movement II (RYM II) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, Georgia, fro 
November 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference it was decided to 
form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary Youth 
Movement (RYM), characterized as & mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as separate 
and distinct in form and content from SDS. The "Principles 
of Unity" adopted by the conference included a struggle 


' against white supremacy and male Supremacy; fights against imperi i- | 


ism, anti-Communism, Fascism, and oppression of youth; and suppor 
of the right of self~determination of all “oppressed nations", 
also support of the right of all “oppressed and exploited" 
peoples "to armed self-defense’. ‘It was agreed that RYM would 
not be a Marxist-Leninist organization; however, source said this 
was decided in order to indicate an organization broad enough in 
form to be acceptable to everyone. A temporary National 
Steering Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males 
was elected to govern RYM until national officers could be electe 


during the spring of 1970. 


RYM pubbications have listed the RYM National 
Office (NO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 77012 C, 
both Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that the 
NO has no office space and is nearly defunct. Uy 


Second source advised that women dominated the 
founding conference and have continued to dominate the - 
NSC meetings to the point that "women's liberation" has . 
apparently become the RYM'ts principal issue ~ also that 
RYM's poor financial condition has resulted in its failure to 
publish-a paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided to cater . 
to the working class rather than youth, since the potential for 
social revolution lies in workers. . 


A third source has stated that it was decided at the 
March 1970 MSC meeting that RYM women had decided the 
organization will be molded into a "working class, Marxist<

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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY/WORKER 
STUDENT ALLIANCE, FORMERLY KNOWN AS 
STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) came into 
existence in June 1962, and for the remainder of that decade 
functioned as the leading New Left campus-based student 
organization in the U. S. From an initial posture of 
"participatory democracy," SDS moved toward Marxist- 
Leninist ideological predomination with debate centering 
on how best to create a revolutionary youth movement. During 
1968-1969, internal factionalism developed within SDS 
resulting in a split in June, 1969, into three organizations: 
Weatherman; Worker Student Alliance (WSA); and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM). Weatherman and RYM are no longer 
affiliated with SDS, however, WSA continues to use the 
name SDS. : . 

At the 1970 SDS/WSA National Convention, a confrontation 
occurred between Progressive Labor Party (PLP) (a Marxist- 
Leninist organization advocating violent overthrow of the 
Government) oriented leadership and various caucuses opposed 
to PLP domination. The resulting struggle left the PLP- 
oriented leadership in complete control of SDS/WSA, which 
was headquartered in Cambridge, Massachusetts. 


PLP control of SDS/WSA continued until February, 
1974, when the Boston chapter of PLP split from PLP National 
Headquarters and formed Party for Workers Power (PWP) 
(a "revolutionary communist" organization advocating the 
violent overthrow of the government by the workers). SDS/WSA 
is now fragmented into two, groups, one which supports 
PLP policy headquartered in Cambridge, Massachusetts, and 
the much larger group which supports PLP policy headquartered 
in New York City. 
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SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY 


‘The Socialist Workers Party (SWP) is a 


revolutionary, Trotskyist-communist organization, which 


is headquartered in New York City. its purpose, as 
stated in its Declaration of Principles, is the overthrow 
of the U.S. Government and the institution of a dictatorshin 
of the working class and the eventual achievement of a 
communist society, It was founded in 1938 and maintains 
close association with interr@ tional Trotskyist organization 
as a "sympathizing" group, but it denies formal menbership 

in any foreign group to escape application of the Voorhis v 
Act, which regulates certain types of organizations subject 
to foreign control. While the SWP’ does not openly advocate 
the use of violence at the present time to overthrow the

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WEATHERMAN 
CHARACTERIZATION OF SUBVERSIVE ORGANIZATION 
INTERNAL SuCURITY 


The Weatherman group, now commonly referreu to as 
the Weather Underground, was formed in June, 1969, as a 
faction of the Students for a Democratic Society. A Weatherman 
ideological paper entitled "You Don't Need a Weatherman to 
Know Which Way the Wind Blows," prepared in June, 1969, stated 
_the basic philosophy of this group is Marxist-Leninist in content 
but with strong advocacy that action, not theory, would bring 
about revolution in the United States. In mid-February, 1970, 
members of the Weatherman entered an underground status with 
an intended program of "strategic sabotage" with police and 
military installations as primary targets. 


Current Federal warrants are outstanding for a 
number of Weatherman wanted for violations of Federal statutes 
ana local criminal violations: Since 1970, the Weather 
Underground has claimed responsibility for a number of 
bombings, including the U. S, Capitol Building in March, 1971; 
the Pentagon Building in May, 1972; and the Anaconda-American 
Brass Company Building in Oakland in September, 1974. In 

October, 1973, a Weatherman fugitive, in a letter to the 
press, encouraged other revolutionaries to assume an underground 
Status, noting that the underground provides a revolutiona ary 
haven for operations looking toward the violent overthrow of 
this Government. 


- In the late Summer, 1974, Weather Underground 
issued a 185~page booklet entitled "Prairie Fire.” The 
introduction is dated May 9, 1974, and the book is broken 
down into vavious chapters including one identifying specific 
. locations where 19 bombing incidents occurred wherein the 
Weather Underground is taking credit. This book calls for 


“the violent overthrow of the bourgeoisie, the establishment V) 


of the dictatorship of the proletariat, and the eradication 
of the social system based on profit." 
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WORKER STUDENT ALLIANCE/PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 


A source advised during August 1969, that at the 
National Convention (NC) of Students for a Democratic 
Soéiety (SDS) held in Chicago, Illinois, during June 1969, 
a split arose between the Progressive Labor Party (PLP) and 
the National Office (NO), the NO becoming known as the 
Weatherman faction. The PLP faction drew the largest 
support among those in attendance at the NC. 

Source further advised that during late Summer, 
1969, the PLP faction of SDS established its National 
Headquarters (NH) on the second floor of a loft-type 
building at 173A Massachusetts Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts. 
The campaign on which the PLP faction centered was to build 
"a worker student alliance or a campus worker student 
alliance. Thus, they adoptec the names of Worker Student 
Alliance (WSA) or Campus Worker Student Alliance. 


Source stated that the "New Left Notes," printed 
in New York City, is the official publication of the WSA 
faction. 


A second source advised during January 1970, 
that within the SDS, the WSA is a-caucus of which the PLP 
constitutes the leadership. 


A third source advised during July 1970, that 
during demonstrations staged in the Boston area during the 
Spring and Summer of 1970 by the NH, the main theme of 
previous demonstrations staged by the NH shifted from 
protestations of the Vietnam War and other United States 
foreign policy matters to attacking domestic issues such 
as racism and unemployment and demonstrating support of 
the workers! struggie".

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The Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) is the youth 
group of the Socialist Workers Party (SYP). It was 
formed in October, 1957, and is currently headquartered 
in Hew York City.
